Smallpox at Evansville, Ind. 


Passed Assistant Surgeon Brown reports, December 17, as follows: 
There are now 73 cases of smallpox under treatment in the city 
hospital and 10 additional cases under treatment in the city. 
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Case of smallpox on U. 8S. hoister Great Peedee, at Charleston, S. C. 


Acting Assistant Surgeon Sams reports, December 14, as follows: 

The U.S. hoister Great Peedee arrived here to-day from Sullivans 
Island, South Carolina, with 1 case of smallpox on board in the person 
of a colored fireman. 

This vessel, | am informed, came from Georgetown, 8. C., on the 
5th instant, then went to Lambs, S. C., until the 10th instant, and since 
then has been lying at Sullivans Island, South Carolina. 

The patient was taken charge of by the local health authorities and 
transferred to the hospital for such cases, and the vessel ordered to 
quarantine for disinfection, after I had visited her and vaccinated her 
crew consisting of 10 men.

Week ended December 10, 1904: Passengers inspected, 165; immi- 
grants inspected, 47; immigrant deported (nonmedical), 1; special 
examination (Chinese), 5.

Cairornia— Los Angeles.—Month of November, 1904. Estimated 
population, 160,000. Total number of deaths, 224, including enteric 
fever 7, and 50 from tuberculosis. 

Sacramento.—Month of November, 1904. Estimated population, 
30,000, Total number of deaths, 31, including enteric fever 1, and 
5 from phthisis pulmonalis. 

Stockton.—Month of November, 1904. Estimated population, 
20,000. The total number of deaths, 21, including 3 from tuberculosis. 

ConnecticuT.—Reports to the State board of health for the month 
of November, 1904, from 168 towns, having an aggregate estimated 
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population of 973,177, show a total of 1,158 deaths, including diph- 
theria 31, enteric fever 18, measles 4, scarlet fever 7, whooping cough 
2, and 100 from tuberculosis. 

Kansas.—During the month of November, 1904, diphtheria was 
reported present in 34 counties, and in Leavenworth, Topeka, and 
Wichita cities, with a total of 42 deaths; enteric fever in 22 counties 
and in Leavenworth, Topeka, and Wichita cities, with a total of 16 
deaths; scarlet fever in 28 counties and in Topeka and Wichita cities, 
with a total of 7 deaths; and smallpox in 21 counties and Leavenworth 
and Topeka cities, with a total of 318 cases, no deaths.

were less than usually prevalent. 

Meningitis was reported present at 3, whooping cough at 8, measles 
at 27, pneumonia at 38, diphtheria at 48, scarlet fever at 61, enteric 
fever at 68, smallpox at 70, and phthisis pulmonalis at 226 places.

The following report by the medical officer of health for the colony 
on the state of the outbreak of bubonic plague in the Cape Colony for 
the week ended November 5, 1904, is published for general information.

Port Elizabeth. —No cases of plague were discovered during the week. At the plague 
hospital 1 colored male was discharged. One case remains under treatment. Two 
hundred and thirty-three rats. (63 found dead) and 132 mice (6 found dead) were 
bacteriologically examined during the week, of which 63 rats and 3 mice proved to 
be plague infected. 

East London.—Plague-infected rodents continued to be found in the town during 
the week. 

CAPE TOWN. 


Harbor board area and shipping in harbor.—Two hundred and forty-four rodents 
were examined; no plague infection was discovered. 
Cape Town municipal area.—Four hundred and fifteen rodents were examined by 
the medical officer of health for the city; no plague infection was discovered.

Plaque present at Aden, but not officially reported— Conditions stated 
on bills of health, 


Consul Masterson reports, November 23, 1904, to the Assistant Sec- 
retary of State, as follows: 

In continuation of my report on plague of November 8, I have to 
say that continuously for over one month there have been cases of 
plague reported as occurring in the old city of Aden, which is some 6 
miles away, but so far none have appeared at Steamer Point, which is 
the shipping place for this port, and until plague does appear at the 
port of entry it is unlikely that an official proclamation will be issued 
to the effect that Aden is infected with plague. However, as soon as 
I am officially notified of this fact I shall immediately cable to the 
Department and, in the meantime, in all bills of health the conditions 
above narrated shall be given. 


AUSTRALIA. 


Health conditions in Queensland. 


{Abstract from Report of the Commissioner of Health, January 1 to June 30, 1904.] 


Diphtheria.—During the year ended June 30, 1904, 325 cases of 
diphtheria were reported. It has been observed in many parts of the 
world that where scarlet fever is unusually prevalent the number of 
cases of diphtheria is also increased. 

Enteric fever.—Seven hundred and seventy-seven cases were re- 
ported. From a review of the information supplied by the medical 
officers of health to the various local authorities it seems probable 
that the majority of cases were caused by fly infection or by infected 
dust. Thirty-five cases occurred in the area of Toowong and 54 in the 
area of Ithaca. A careful inspection of the Toowong district revealed 
an entire absence of drainage facilities, the household drainage being 
allowed to stagnate upon premises, while the sewage from the sur- 
rounding high ground found its way into a Chinaman’s garden, where 
it was utilized for watering vegetables. 

Plague.—The last case of plague in Brisbane in 1903 occured on 
September 8. The last infected rat was found on September 28, 1903, 
and the first infected rat found in 1904 was discovered on January 8. 
The first case of human plague in 1904 was discovered a month later. 
Thus after an interval of 151 days plague made its reappearance in 
Brisbane, the first case in man being reported on February 9, 1904. 

The outbreak—the fifth in Queensland—was marked by 29 cases with 
9 deaths: Brisbane, 24 cases, 6deaths; Ipswich, 1 case, 1 death; Cairns, 
2 cases, 1 death; Maryborough, 2 cases, 1 death. 

Of the 9 fatal cases, 3 were discovered by post-mortem examinations; 
2 were Chinamen, 1 a Kanaka, and 1 an aboriginal. The gross mor- 
tality was 31 per cent—Europeans, 26.92 per cent; colored races, 100 
percent. The epizootic incidence of plague in rats, as in former years, 
preceded and accompanied the cases of plague in man. 

The systematic daily bacteriological examination of the carcasses of 
rats killed by the rat-destroying gang of the department, and the 
information derived therefrom, proves the close connection which 
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existed between plague in rat and plague in man in various localities 
of the metropolitan area. 

The number of cases of plague occurring in many parts of the area 
was found to depend very largely upon the insanitary conditions of the 
premises acting as an attraction to or affording harborage for rats 
generally, and especially was this the case in produce and grain stores, 
butchers’ shops, and general stores. 

In a report by the health officer to the department, evidence is 
adduced to show that, in the particular localities where the produce 
business is carried on, the inclines of plague both in man and in rat 
was heaviest. . 

In the thirty stores containing produce and grain which were 
cleansed and disinfected by the department, 541 dead rats, 951 live 
rats, 305 dead mice, and 607 live mice were found. 

Scarlet fever.—Nine hundred and eighty-six cases were reported. 

Tuberculosis,—Compulsory notification of all cases of pulmonary 
tuberculosis is to be carried out, with the view of laying stress on the 
necessity of destroying the expectoration of patients and disinfecting 
rooms lately occupied by tuberculous patients. 

Anchylostomiasis.— Dr. R. A. O’Brien, late health officer to the de- 
partment, furnished in January last an able and extensive report on 
this disease in Queensland. From his report it appears that the dis- 
ease is found chiefly in the Cairns-Townsville district, at scattered 
places in the coast district between Brisbane and Maryborough, and to 
some extent at the extreme southeastern end of the State. Doctor 
O’Brien is of the opinion that the disease is not increasing rapidly, 
but slowly spreading and infecting new areas. He suggests that uu 
statement be furnished to the public press for publication in the 
above districts, urging all persons suffering from marked pallor, 
weakness, etc., to obtain medical advice, and thus lead to an increase 
in our knowledge of the prevalence and distribution of this disease. 

Leprosy.—On June 30, 1904, 12 persons remained under treatment 
at the Stradbroke Island lazaret. Five patients were admitted during 
the year; 4 were whites, and 1 an aboriginal. 

Smallpox.—Only 1 case was reported during the year. The patient 
was a woman on board the steamship Zmp/re from China, who 
joined the vessel at Manila. The patient, together with her baby and 
one contact in the case, was quarantined for the usual period at Magnetic 
Island Quarantine Station, Townsville.

Acting Assistant Surgeon Ransom reports, November 16, as follows: 

During the week ended November 12, 1904, 1 supplemental and 1 
original bill of health were issued, and there were inspected 2 ves- 
sels, 141 crew, 20 cabin and 44 steerage passengers, together with 42 
pieces of baggage. Two pieces of baggage were disinfected, and 55 
men of the crew of one vessel were vaccinated and issued certificates 
to that effect. Manifests were viséed for 3,204 pieces of freight, and 1 
emigrant for San Francisco, per steamship Gae/ic, was inspected and 

assed. 

The weekly report of the municipal health officer shows among the 
foreigners, smallpox, 2 cases; enteric fever, 2 cases; diphtheria, 1 case; 
among the Chinese, smallpox, 8 deaths; tuberculosis, 30 deaths. The 
total deaths recorded amounted to 115, all Chinese. 

While the reported morbidity and mortality from smallpox does not 
appear extensive, it is believed that the disease is quite prevalent at this 
time in and about Shanghai: hence all practicable precautions for pre- 
venting access of this disease to ships bound to American ports are 
being taken. . 

No quarantinable disease was reported present at outports during 
the period covered by this report.

Mortuary statistics. 


During the week ended December 3, 1904, bills of health were 
issued to 5 vessels bound for the United States. 

No quarantinable disease has been reported. Doctor Finlay, chief 
sanitary officer of the island, was here last week, and returned to Ha- 
bana, December 5, by the morning train. 

He has established a new contagious disease hospital in the north 
side of the building now used by the sanitary department. This is a 
large, square building, with a large open court in the center. During 
the American occupation it was used as the quartermaster’s depot. 
It is to be prepared to admit patients at any time, but as long as there 
are no patients it is to be kept closed and under the care of the chief 
of the sanitary department. When a patient is admitted, a doctor and 
nurses will he sent from the civil hospital, which is near. 

Five more medical inspectors have been appointed, who will report 
to the chief of the municipal sanitary department. Two of these are 
for the city, and will make house-to-house inspections and a census of 
nonimmunes. The other three are one each ie the mines of Cobre, 
Daiquiri, and Juragua. These are to look after sanitation in general 
and nonimmunes in particular. These measures have been taken on 
account of the recent increase of immigration, 800 having landed in 
this port during the last two months. 
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All these measures are of a temporary nature, only for two months, 
as the funds available are limited.

Acting Assistant Surgeon Gruver reports, November 25, as follows: 
Week ended November 23, 1904. Present officially estimated pop- 
ulation, 60,000. Mortality from all causes, 44, as follows: Yellow 


“One case of yellow fever at Punta de Sal, across the bay. Diphtheria, 2 cases. 
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fever, 1; pernicious fever, 2; paludic fever, 4; fever (without classi- 
fication), 9; grippe, 3; enteric diseases, 2; tuberculosis, 4; grano de 
oro, 1; from all other causes, 18. 

The case reported above as *‘ grano de oro” is said by some physi- 
cians here to be anthrax; others claim that it is simply a local name 
for a carbunculous condition and does not present the characteristics of 
anthrax. The case was brought from a farm (Mongon) about 15 miles 
from here, and is said to have been caused by eating the meat of a 
cow which was diseased. 1 did not see the case. To-day I went to 
Mongon, in company with one of the physicians employed by the 
board of health. The stock on all the farms between here and the 
latter place had been herded by order of the board of health. We 
saw none the condition of which would arouse suspicion. We also 
inspected the houses on the route, about 20 in all. The only case of 
illness discovered was that of a child 8 years old, who had confluent 
smallpox. Everybody was vaccinated and the child removed to the 
lazaretto, together with all members of the family. It was impossible 
to trace the origin of this case, but the mother of the child said that 
the family came recently from Santa Elena, where I am told smallpox 
frequently appears. Santa Elena is a seaport town about eighteen 
hours distant from here, and is in the itinerary of the coasting steam- 
ers which ply between here and Ancon, Canal Zone. 

During the week 2 vessels were fumigated, 20 passengers and 42 
pe of baggage inspected, 2 certificates of immunity, and 2 bills of 

ealth issued, as aes: November 19, steamship Zimar/, from 
Chilean and Peruvian ports, cleared for Ancon, Canal Zone, taking 10 
first-class and 10 steerage passengers from here. Twopassengers from 
Callao disembarked and went into quarantine. Two stowaways—1 
from Callao and 1 from Payta—were also on board. These were car- 
ried to Ancon, On the same date the steamship Cuzco, from New 
York via South American ports cleared for New York via other ports. 
No passengers. Both vessels were fumigated with sulphur. 


GERMANY. 
Report From Berlin— Plaque and chole ra in WUPLOUS countries. 

Consul-General Mason reports, December 3, as follows:

Plaque. 

Lgypt.—During the period from November 12 to 19, only one fresh 
‘ase of plague was registered (and 1 death), viz: in the district of 
Tukh, Province Kalioubieh. 

Aden.—According to a report dated November 22, plague has 
broken out in Aden. 


Mauritiuvs.—During the period from September 9 to October 13 
there were registered on the island 101 cases of plague (with 82 deaths). 


Cholera. 


Russia.—Since the beginning of the epidemic on October 24, the 
total number of cholera cases registered in Erivan amounts to 254 
(with 134 deaths). In three villages of the government district of 
Baku, 20 persons have died of cholera. In the government district of 
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Samara, in 12 villages there have occurred 64 cases of cholera. In 
the city of Zarizyn there have been registered 21 cholera cases (and 
17 deaths). 

In the Trans-Caspian district there were registered during the 
period from November 8 to 16, 3 fresh cases of plague in Serachs. 

According to supplementary official reports, there have been regis- 
tered in Baku between August 28 and November 13 a total number 
of 385 cases of cholera (with 211 deaths). 

Turkey.—According to Official Bulletin No. 45 of November 21, 
there have been registered 84 new cases of cholera (and 63 deaths). 


Death rate of Berlin and other cities. 


The death rate of Berlin for the week ended November 19 was higher 
than it has been since the middle of September, amounting, calculated 
on the year, to 14.4 per 1,000 of the population, and thus corresponded 
almost exactly with the rate for the same week of last year. Almost 
two-thirds of the large towns and cities of Germany showed more 
unfavorable health conditions than Berlin, the rate of mortality in the 
following places being considerably higher than that of this city, viz: 
Hamburg, Cologne, Diisseldorf, Magdeburg, Halle, Leipzig, Munich, 
Breslau, Danzig, Konigsberg, as well as London, Paris, and Vienna. 
On the other hand, the death rate of the following cities was lower 
than the Berlin figure, namely: Dresden, Bremen, Frankfort-on-the- 
Main, Carlsruhe, Rixdorf (with 13.2), Charlottenburg (11.1), and 
Schéneberg (8.7). The number of deaths among children in the first 
year again showed a decrease as compared with the preceding week, so 
that the increased number of deaths occurred exclusively among the 
higher-age classes. The death rate of infants, 3.2 per year and 1,000, 
was lower than the Hamburg, Munich, and Leipzig figures. Acute 
diseases of the respiratory organs showed a decrease this week, causing 
48 deaths (including 3 from influenza). Acute intestinal diseases showed 
no important variation, claiming 36 victims, while 8 persons succumbed 
to cholerine. Furthermore, there were registered 84 deaths from 
phthisis pulmonalis, 40 deaths from cancer, 11 deaths from. scarlet 
fever, 8 denthe from diphtheria, 4 deaths from measles, and 2 deaths 
from enteric fever. Finally, 3 persons died by violence.

The hair was soaked for eight days in a strong lime solution, and 
then sun dried, as described in my letter of April 20, 1904.

Acting Assistant Surgeon Eakins reports, November 24, as follows: 

During the week ended November 19, 1904, bill of health was issued 
to steamship /Jaine, bound to Boston and New York, with a total 
crew of 40. The usual precautions were taken, holds fumigated, rat 
guards placed on wharf lines, and the effects of the Chinese disinfected. 

During the week ended November 12, 1904, there were 32 deaths 
from cholera and 6 deaths from plague in Calcutta, and during the 
week ended November 1%, 1904, there were 33 deaths from cholera 
and 8 deaths from plague. 

In Bengal during the week ended November 5, 1904, there were 415 
vases of and 260 deaths from plague, and during the week ended 
November 12, 1904, there were 433 cases of and 342 deaths from 
plague. 


JAPAN, 


Report Trou Yokohama Inspection of vessels Plaque-in fect d vat

Assistant Surgeon Moore reports, November 19, as follows: 

During the week ended November 12, 1904, bills of health were 
issued to 6 vessels having an aggregate personnel of 458 crew and 855 
passengers; 301 steerage passengers were bathed and 435 pieces of 
baggage were disinfected. 

It is reported that a plague-infected rat was found in the neighbor- 
hood of some cotton landed here from the steamship Sea/da on which, 
as previously reported, human plague was recently discovered at Moji. 
Suitable sanitary measures have been taken by the authorities to pre- 
vent the spread of this disease. Though no official report of conta- 
gious diseases in Yokohama has been received for the period subsequent 
to November 5, 1904, it is believed that, apart from the fact above 
noted, sanitary conditions continue good. 

The steamship Sva/d7, referred to in my last two reports, has been 
released from quarantine, no further cases of plague having developed 
save the 3 fatal ones previously reported. 

Plague continues to prevail in Formosa, 3 new cases and 3 deaths 
having been officially reported at Taipeh on the 17th instant. From 
January 1, 1904, to the present time there have occurred in the island 
of Formosa 4,221 cases of plague, of which 3,133 were fatal.

Report From Callao . Plaque- -F umigation of “ xxels hound for Unite d 
States and Panama Flour to be shipp d as deck Cargo P. reCAUELONS 
against rats in Pepur van flour mills, 


Assistant Surgeon Lloyd reports, November 14, as follows: 

During the two weeks ended October 31 there were 3 new cases of 
plague in Lima and 3 in Callao. Outgoing quarantine and general 
measures against plague continue. Five vessels bound for the United 
States or Panama were fumigated, the personnel of these vessels 
inspected, the baggage of the passengers inspected and passed or dis- 
infected. Twenty-one cases of plague and 4 deaths are reported by 
the consular agent at Eten. Cases of plague continue to occur in the 
vicinity of Pac asmayo. No cases are reported in other Peruvian 
ports. Three bills of health were issued by the consular agency at 
Mollendo and 6 by the agency at Eten during the two weeks, De. 
Manuel Pierola and Dr. Enrique Vigil, whose nominations as sanitary 
inspectors were submitted, have assumed these duties and are accom- 
panying vessels between Callao and Payta, this latter being the last 
port of call before Guayaquil. I am indebted to the American consul, 
Callao, and to the director de Salubridad, Lima, for a part of the 
information contained in this report. 

At the present writing I have under consideration a proposition to 
allow vessels to carry a limited amount of deck cargo (principally 
flour for Peruvian ports and vegetables) in order that it may escape 
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being damaged by the fumigation.* To this end 1 am (by invitation) 
inspecting the flour mills of Lima and Callao and am accepting flour 
in single sacks (new and in good condition) provided the condition of 
the mill is satisfactory. 

The mill which played such a prominent part in the advent of plague 
in Callao has been completely reconstructed, and is perhaps as nearly 
rat-proof as can be made. An interesting point that may be men- 
tioned in connection with the construction of ground floors is that 
cement floors, though a great deal better than the ordinary, form a 
roof under which rats burrow easily unless there is a layer of ashes or 
gravel, say 6 inches to a foot in depth, underneath. Rats do not like 
such material, inasmuch as they can not form permanent paths of 
communication, the material caving in on their burrows as soon as 
made. <A mixture of tar and ashes has also been used with good effect, 
and it is claimed that an ordinary plank floor laid directly on a layer 
of any of the materials mentioned 1s better than a cement floor laid on 
ordinary soil. 

Some of the mills in Lima are still in rather bad condition and rats 
are abundant. 


WEST INDIES. 


Report from Barbados— Vessels inspected— Measles and influenza 
prevalen t— Pure water supply. 


Assistant Surgeon Ward reports, December 6, as follows: 

During the week ended December 3, 1904, bills of health were issued 
to 6 steamships and 7 sailing vessels, with 334 crew, 45 steerage and 
18 cabin passengers. Of this number I inspected 6 steamships, 3 sail- 
ing votad 275 crew, 45 steerage and 18 cabin passengers, of whom 
2 of the crew, 2 steerage and 7 cabin passengers were taken on at this 
port. <A person suffering from a ‘ee eee disease, wishing a steer- 
age passage, was recommended for rejection. There were 2 cabin 
passengers in transit for Trinidad, West Indies. 

Measles and influenza are prevailing more or less throughout the 
island, but owing to the pure water from springs supplied by the Gov- 
ernment waterworks to outlying country districts by laid pipes enteric 
fever, dysentery, and other bowel complaints, though present, are 
neither numerous nor severe. 

The general health of Barbados is good; no quarantinable diseases 
have been reported.
